to tho iujured niau. Tho offer wan 
gratefully accepted, and Julian was re- 
moved to the magnincuut Ryland resi 
deuce for treatment. Tho generous, no 
bio hearted pluuter wont further. 
He 


insisted oil calling in tho family pbysi 
clan to treat Juliau, and when tbo cir 
ens left town the next day the bareback 
rider wan resting easy in tho most com- 
fortable quarters he bad enjoyed siuoc- 
be quit his eastern homo tliree weeks 
•before. 


Julian required a nurse, Eleua P,y- 


land, sympathetic and loviug, gladly 
took upon herself the task of minister- 
iug to tbe needs of tbo suffering man. 
&UB would be his nnise, she declared, 
aud she performed her duty moie faith- 
fully and with greater pleasure than 
could be expected of any paid servant, 


Tbe second clay after his fall Julian 


regained consciousness. Ho opened his 
eyes and looked in woudermeut ou hie 
strange snrroundiugs. He did not spenk 
for several moments. Tuou he inquired 
in a soft voice of his fair atteuduut, 
"Where am I!" 


"You are in a friend's hons>o," Mis3 


Byland replied. "Tbe circus is gouo, 
bnt yon need not worry for your safety.'' 


Ho did not worry. He, Buffered ex-
